CongMsuuB Horace Davis com-

any each treaty stipulation wonld 
still have to be supplemented by ac 
(ion on the part of Congress to pro- 
vide penalties, etc., for its enforce- 
ment, and he is of the opinion that 
diplomatic negotiations for any amend 
ment of the Burlingame treaty should 
be therefore directed toward reano 
ing it to a purely commercial basis 
Davis also remarks, however, that 
the way will be effectually paved for 
tbe passage of the restrictive bill al 
ready agreed npou by tbe House 
Committee, without negotiating or 
ratifying any formal amendments to 
the treaty, if the diplomatic corres- 
pondence be so conducted as to elicit 
from the Chinese Government an 
expression of willingness or consent 
for restrictive legislative 
action. 


Such an expression, he believes, can 
•readily be obtained, especially in 
view of the fact that both Honses of 
-Congress have already unanimously 
placed themselves on record as in 
favor o! restricting Mongolian immi 
gration, and aro likely to take action 
in accordance with tbeir desires and 
their constitutional power whether 
ihe Emperor does or does not avail 
himself of tbe opportunity conr 
ieoualy afforded for his formal eon 
sent. The whole subject is no* 
nnder careful consideration by onr 
State Department, and unless it shal 
presently prove true that a Chinese 
Embassador is cowing to Washing 
ton, full instructions will soon be 
prepared for the guidance of oar 
Minister or Churgti d' affairs at Pekin 
in the inauguration and conduct o 
all necessary representations.

arms »nd twenty stand of anna be 
longing to the State of California, 
with one thousand cartridges, and 
atarted at half past one, p. x , on 
Sunday, (the 8th) leaving eighty 
other rifles and five thousand cart- 
ridges kindly loaned to the citizen* 
of Bnrprise Valley by His Excellency 
Governor Ir*m to follow in a light 
wagon, for which I left my buggy 
horses and two other animals. I got 
to Frank Diokenson's the first day, 
and here the second. There were 
only five men here waiting to escort 
the arms, and as tne Indians tried to 
drive off the horses belonging to my 
merchandise train the night before, 
about twelve miles from here, we all 
thought it best not to dinde our 
small foice, but to concentrate all in 
one body, while traveling through 
the dangerous country, which we be- 
lieve to be from Salt Marsh, through 
Buffalo Cauyon 
and over Duck 


Flat. So I am lying here to-day 
with my load of arms, the train, and 
a small party of three men and a 
woman, who joined us to day. Three 
of the escort went back towards Reno 
to Fish Springs to-day to meet the 
wagon with the remainder of the 
arms. We will move over to Salt 
Marsh to-morrow, eight miles, ex- 
pecting the back wagon to overtake 
us at that point to morrow night. 
We will then 
all travel together 


through the dangerous country. I 
am not afraid that the Indians will 
attack ao strong a party as we will be 
combined, but if 1 had gone on with 
the light wagon as I expected when 
leaving Reno and let the other par 
ties tace their regular course, there 
would have been four parties of three 
to five each. We are moved to ex 
tra caution because we know that the 
Indians are thoroughly posted as to 
these arms, and by their disposition 
as evinced by their effort to drive off 
the horses of the train. This will 
make me several days longer in get- 
ting the one lot of arms to the anx- 
ious people of the valley, bat we 
deem it best to insure the safety of 
the whole. They can only attribute 
the delay to their failure to provide 
the escort promised. I wrote by 
stage which passed here to-day, and 
which I should have beaten by one 
day, to Messrs. Dressier & Sooner, of 
Cedarville, that if there should be a 
pressing necessity for the arms, that 
if they would aend out four mounted 
men to meet us 1 would leave the 
slow traveling train and push on 
with my light wagon at the rate of 
sixty miles per day, whenever aaid 
men should meet mf>. When com- 
bined there are fourteen of us. all 
armed with the latest 
improved 


breecbJoe/lera. I do not believe the 
Indians will attack such a party, but 
if they do, think we can "stand off" 
quite a number of them.
